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CHECK THIEF AND FORGER 


The Secret Service hopes that the current 


G.I. check campaign, which will be intensi- 
fied during the mustering out period, will 
not only educate the serviceman lo protect 
his own check, but induce him to write home 
and add his warning to the thousands posted 
in banks and stores throughout the country 
to safeguard allotment checks. 


About 350,000,000 government checks are 


issued annually, John J. McGralh, supervis- 
ing Secret Service agent for New York and 
New Jersey, estimates. When checks are 
stolen, he adds, they are taken from the 
people who can least afford the loss. Thieves 
prefer checks under 5100 for they are easier 
to cash. Thousands of these checks are 
stolen every month. 


R. R. Blane, manage r of the Kingston 


office of the Social Security Board, states 
that he has received complaints that social 
security account number cards are im- 
properly used as identification for check- 
cashing purposes. Hc states that the social 
security account card is not intended to serve 
as identification for check-cashing purposes 
and should not be accepted as such.

Service to stop the check thief and forger 
are:

Ask yourself if this check is returned be- 


cause of a forged endorsement, can I locate 
the person who gave it to me? 


If an endorsed check 4s presented lo you, 


Insist that it be rc-cndorscd for''comparison. 


Have each check initialed by the employe 


who pays out money for it. 


Try to cash your checks in the same place

Do not endorse your check until you are
